Tough Bill Collector 


Tired of being harassed by a bill 
collector, Marvin struck back with 


a suit for damages. Charging the 
collector with “infliction of emo- 
tional distress,’ Marvin told the 
court: 

“He not only demanded money, 
he also used insulting and profane 
language. I don’t have to stand 
for that.” 

But the court ruled that harsh 
language alone was not enough 
basis for a lawsuit. 

‘There is no occasion for the 
law to intervene in every case 
where someone’s feelings are hurt,” 


though the garageman knew he 
was recovering from a serious 
illness. 

This treatment, a court decided, 
was sufficient grounds for grant- 
ing damages. 

In a third case, a collector not 
only hounded a debtor at his place 
of work but also pestered his land- 
lord, his relatives, and his neigh- 
bors. After months of this on- 
slaught, the debtor suffered a 
heart attack. 

Later, when he sued, the court 
held that the collector was indeed 


‘There must still 
be freedom to express an unflat- 
tering opinion and some safety 
valve must be left through which 
irascible tempers may blow off 


liable. The court said he was 
guilty of inflicting ‘‘severe mental 
anguish through a deliberate and 
malicious campaign of intimida- 
tion.”

ALABAMA’S 
INTEREST 


Saying the Tennessee-Tom- 
bigbee Waterway ‘‘will mean 
more to Alabama than perhaps 
any other project in our life- 


time,"" U. S. Sen. Donald 
Stewart urged Congress a few 
days ago to finish the job it 
started in 1946 and approve 
continued funding for the pro- 
ject. 

Tenn-Tom was one of three 
Alabama waterways programs 
that Stewart endorsed in 
appearances before House and 
Senate subcommittees. He 
also backed appropriations for 
the Alabama-Coosa River pro- 
ject and the Warrior-Tom- 
bigbee River system. 

Stewart said that Tenn-Tom 
had passed every test that had 
been applied to it from all 
three branches of the govern- 
ment, citing congressional 
favor, presidential support and 
approval by federal courts. 

And while those actions 
have enabled construction to 
continue on the waterway, 
“they won't do Alabama much 
good unless the entire project 
is completed and the con- 
nection made between the Port 
of Mobile and the Tennessee 
River."’ 


“Then,"’ he continued, 
“the real benefits will start 
flowing.’” 


The advantages Stewart 
pointed to were primarily eco- 
nomic. He said that the 
commercial impact Tenn-Tom 
would provide not only would 
aid Mobile and West Alabama, 
but also the entire country. 
**Last year,"’ he told members 
of the subcommittees of both 
the Senate and House Appro- 
priations committees, ‘‘our 
trade deficit was the highest in 
history. We cannot allow more 
dollars to leave our country 
than we earn from sales 
abroad. 

“By having a_ shorter, 
cheaper route to the Gulf and 
modern, efficient ports at the 
southern terminus of the 
Tennessee-Tombigbee, this 
balance of trade can be im- 
proved. Alabama and America 
need this project completed.”’ 


Stewart, 39, lent similar 
support to the other projects 
during his testimony, and on 
two separate occasions encour- 
aged approval of about $8.3 
million for the Theodore Ship 
Channel in Mobile, In addition 
to the $8.3 million request, the 
Warrior Tombigbee System 
project Stewart backed includes 
appropriations of $4.215 million 
for operation and maintenance 
of the Mobile Harbor. 

Another $99,000 was re- 
quested for operations and 
maintenance of Dauphin Island 
Bay, and $5.414 million was 
sought for operation and main- 
tenance of the Black Warrior, 
Warrior and Tombigbee 
Rivers. One of the principal 
items in the budget, however, 
is a $200,000 appropriation for 
general investigations of the 
Warrior-Tombigbee System. 

“All the outmoded or in- 
adequate locks on the Warrior- 
Tombigbee System have been 
replaced except the Oliver Lock 
and Dam at  Tuscaloosa,’’ 
Stewart explained. ‘‘Because 
this particular lock and dam is 
less than the standard width, it 
has become something of a 
bottleneck that hinders river 
traffic. 


“This $200,000 is desper- 
ately needed to continue a 
study of the economic need for 
replacing this lock, as well as 
for duplication of locking faci- 
lities at Demopolis and Coffee- 
ville, and certain other im- 
provements.”’ 


Appropriations for the Ala- 
bama-Coosa River System in- 
cluded $3.5 million for the 
Jones Bluff Reservoir in Cen- 
tral Alabama, and $20 million 
for operation and maintenance 
of projects already in place, 
which include Mobile Harbor 
and the navigation channel to 
Montgomery. Stewart also 
asked that a total of $500,000 
that was not included in the 
President’s budget request be 
appropriated for advanced en- 
gineering and design on the 
Coosa River navigation project.

The county owns a house in 

Elba that has possible 


historical significance. If, this 
Society and some people living 


in Elba would like to 
investigate its history and 
possibly restore it. This old 


house is known as the ‘Alms 
House"’ ‘‘Poor House”’. 


Interviews have been made 
with Mr. John Lowery and 
Mrs. Mary Grizzle who lives on 
the property the house is 
located. Mrs. Grizzle indicates 
the house very possibly was 
built approximately 1891. A 
Mr. Law who built the house 
lived in it for a while then his 
brother occupied it for some 
time. 


The county acquired the 
house possibly from the Laws 
to be used as the Alms house. 
It is not certain but a chance is 
the county started using this 
property for the “‘poor’’ of the 
county. Later, the county 
used the building for the 
Pension and Security office for 
providing comodities to those 
who were in need. 


It is the understanding of 
the Society that county crews 
are removing jumper from 
inside the house being 
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discussed. We respectfully 
request you to refrain from 
removing other lumber from 
the house until a more 
thorough investigation can be 
made of its historical value. It 
would be said to do away with 
a possible valuable land mark 
and later found to very 
valuable. 


Coffee County needs to 
recognize all historical sites, 
places and things. Our past 
history should be kept alive in 
minds of people today and in 
the future. We ask your 
assistance in this matter by 
deferring this action until a full 
investigation of the historical 
value of the house cau, be 
made and evaluated. This 
evaluation will be made as 
quickly as possible. 


When the historica! value 
has been established, we 
would like to work with the 
County Commission on the 
future of the house if it should 
be saved and restored or not. 


You will honor the Pea 
River Historical and 
Genealogical Society if you 
will agree to the above and 
give a reply confirming your 
agreement.

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Saltwater Striped Bass Spawned In 


‘Alabama 


Through a 
effort, 
Division 


cooperative 
the Game and Fish 
and the Marine 
Resources Division of the 
Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources have 
accomplished the first success- 
ful spawning of saltwater 
striped bass in Alabama. 

Game and Fish Director 
Charles Kelley and Marine 
Resources Director Hugh A. 
Swingle announced the 
milestone in fish culture in a 
joint statement. 

Some 900,000 eggs were 
stripped and fertilized from 
wild brood stock collected 
below Jones Bluff Reservoir on 
the Alabama River east of 
Selma. Subsequent spawns 
have resulted in the collection 
of more than 10 million striped 
bass eggs. 


The eggs were hatched at 
the Game and Fish hatchery at 
Marion and at the Marine 
Resources hatchery at Gulf 
Shores where they will be 
stocked into rearing ponds. 
The stripes will be raised to a 
2-to-3 inch size and then 
stocked into the public waters 
of Alabama. 

These saltwater ‘‘stripes’’ 
are completely adaptable to 
freshwater. Populations of 
large ‘‘stripes’’ are present in 
many of our inland reservoirs 
as well as in coastal waters as 
a result of this stocking 
program. 

Game and Fish personnel 
and ‘Marine Resources staff 
members collaborated — in 
collecting the brood fish and 
Chief Marine Biologist Walter 
Tatum and fisheries Section 


Chief Sam L. Spencer were 
pleased with the results. 

Previously stocked striped 
bass were obtained as fry or 
eggs from out-of-state sources. 

It appears that _ these 
*‘stripes"’ are providing 
enough brood stock to lessen 
Alabama's dependence on 
other states for striped bass 

Fisheries biologists are 
hopeful Alabama will be totally 
independent for ‘‘stripe’’ fry 
within two years. 

This successful joint 
venture between two Divisions 
of the Department of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources 
good example of 
Commissioner Dick Forster's 
desire to combine our available 
resources to serve the public 
more efficiently.

Is a deck just a porch with 
oul a roof? Not these days. A 
deck can be a relatively sim 
ple affair that’s put together 
by a do it yourselfer looking 
tor something to do on a week- 
end, Or it can be an elaborate 
outdoor room with built-in 
benches, planters or a 
barbecue 

If a deck is part of your 
home remodeling plans, the 
Western Wood Products 
Association has a few 
suggestions 

* A deck should be planned 
carefully. Select the best loca- 
tion and choose building 
materials that best suit your 
purpose 

* Most decks are located at 
the rear or side of the house 
when the utmost in privacy is de- 
sired. But don’t overlook the 
elements of sun, wind and 
view. South is generally best 
for lots of sunshine. By the 
time the heat is oppressive 
the sun is usually in the 
Western sky, If there’s an ex 
ceptional view, take advan- 
tage of it by erecting sun 
screens, wind screens or 
fences for privacy 

* If your family is the kind 
that loves to eat outdoors, 
consider locating the deck 


near the kitchen for easy 
access, No matter where you 
locate the deck, it should have 
convenient access from the 
house. If possible, have en- 
tries trom more than one 
room. Sliding patio doors are

* Don't skimp on size 
Decks are fine for solitary or 
family relaxation.

FRESH VEGETABLES 

The Enterprise Downtown 
Merchants Association has 
come up with a special project. 
They are proposing a special 
project whereby they will pro- 
vide an area on North Main 
Street in Enterprise for Coffee 
County vegetable producers to 
park their trucks and offer 
fresh vegetables for sale. 

Wendell Sanders is heading 
this group of merchants who 
want to provide an opportunity 
for small producers to have a 
market for their vegetables and 
at the same time provide 
consumers in this area with an 
opportunity to buy from local 
farmers. 

Tentative plans are set to 
begin operating the market on 
the parking lot adjacent to the 
Sherwin-Williams store on 
North Main. Good 
opportunities exist for home- 
owners, small farmers 
and others to either plant 
especially for this market or to 
sell their excess fresh vege- 
tables. Plans are to have the 
market facility open for both 
the producer and consumer 
around June 1.

MAINTAINING LAWNS 

Mowing heights very, de- 
pending. on grass species. 
Mowing at the recommended 
height should be done often 
enough so that no more than 
1/3 of the leaf surface is 
removed at one time. Whether 
clippings are removed or left 
on the turf depends on grass 
variety, frequency of mowing 
and fertilization practices. 
Fertilize according to soil test, 
but in sufficient quantities to 
keep the grass in a vigorous 
growing condition. 


Watering of grass is neces- 
sary during periods of drought 
stress. Water thoroughly but 


infrequently. Avoid frequent” 
light water since this practice“ 
contributes to a shallow root’ 


system and thus makes the 
gtass more susceptible to dis- 
ease attacks. Watering should 
bevdone early enough in the 
day to allow drying of the turf 
before night. 

Thatch control is an import- 
ant consideration in the control 
of turf diseases. Thatch is a 
layer of decomposing leaves, 
stems and roots that accu- 
mulates between the soil and 
the green leaf surface of the 
grass. Thatch restricts air, 
water ang fertilization move- 
ment into the soil and thus 
reduces the vigor of the grass. 
Thatch harbors insects and 
disease-causing organisms. 
Maintaining the proper mow- 
ing height, soil pH, and fer- 
tility level of the soil aids in 
thatch control. Thatch accu- 
mulations can be removed 
mechanically by use of a de- 
thatching machine, available 
on a rental! basis in most areas. 

Lawn mower scalping and 
vigorous raking are other 
means of thatch removal.

SOYBEAN VARIETIES 

If 1 were planting some 
soybeans, I would go ahead 
and get the seed of the right 
variety lined up now if this has 
not already been done. 

Growers planting May 1 - 
May 1S should plant Davis, 
Centennial or Coker 
varieties. Use Bragg, Ransom, 
Hutton, Ga. Soy 17 or Coker 
338 if you plan to plant May 15 
- June 15, And we recommend 
Hutton or Cobb if you plant 
after June 1S. 

If you haven't gotten your 
seed lined up, go ahead and do 
this right away. 

TEMIK APPROVED FOR USE 
ON PECANS 

Coffee County growers can 
now use Temik for controlling 
pests on bearing and non- 
bearing trees. The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency recently approved the 
use of Temik on trees 
producing nuts as well as 
young, non-bearing trees. 

This insecticide gives 
excellent control of aphids, 
mites, bud moths and 
phylloxera on pecans. In 
addition to insect control, tests 
conducted in Alabama show 
that Temik has significantly 
increased both quality and 
yield of pecans when used on 
bearing trees. 

Temik is a restricted use 
insecticide and you must have 
a permit before you can apply 
it. You can get a permit by 
coming by the office. Use 
caution and proper application 


equipment when handling 
Temik. Follow directions 
carefully. 


Official Warns Against 
Bogus Alaska 
Employment Kit 


Alaska Commissioner of 
Labor, Edmund N. Orbeck, 
has issued a warning to 
residents of the contiguous 
United States against false 
advertising now appearing in 
newspapers and magazines. 

Orbeck warns that ‘“‘the 
offers for an ‘Alaskan Employ- 
ment Kit’ in the national 
advertising, imply a positive 
job outlook for Alaska which is 
just not the case.”’ 

The Ads in question appear 
as news columns’ with an 
Anchorage, Alaska  dateline 
and headlines i.e. ‘‘How To 
Get A $1,000 A Week Job In 
Alaska." The Ads offer an 
employment kit for $9.95 or $1 
goodwill deposit on C.O.D.’s 
when writing to a Washington, 
D. C. address. 

The Alaska Official urges 
persons to be wary of the 
advertising. ‘‘Alaska has the 
highest unemployment rate in 
the nation with 11.1 per-cent 
annual average for 1978. 
Welfare rolls in the state have 
also increased as discouraged 
workers are no longer seeking 
employment."’ 

There is no guarantee that 
a job can be provided in the 
current National Advertising 
Scheme, Labor Officials state. 

Similar types of advertising 
offers have appeared annually 
prior to the summer construc- 
tion season. Job offers of this 
type were also prevalent 
during the Alaska Oil Pipeline 
construction years. 

Correct information on jobs 
in Alaska is being sent to 
Labor Commissioners in the

USDA Proposes 1979 


Calls For Comment 


Washington, April 11 
Under a proposal made today, 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture will establish a 
schedule of loan differentials, 
discounts, and premiums for 
the 1979 Peanut Program, 
according to Ray Fitzgerald, 
Administrator of the 
department's Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation 
Service. The deadline for 
receiving public comment on 
the proposal is May 14, he 
said. 

The peanut support pro- 
gtam is required by law with 
differentials, premiums and 
discounts based on the national 
average support levels of $420 
per short ton for quota peanuts 
and $300 per ton for additional 
peanuts. 

Fitzgerald said the depart- 
ment proposes to use basically 
the same method in  deter- 
mining the 1979-crop _ differ- 


entials, premiums and 
discounts as that used for the 
1978 crop.

Soil Conservation News 


Do you have a drainage 
problem around your home? If 
the basement is wet, the yard 
is flooded periodically, water 
ponds on your lawn for a long 
period of time, or trees and 
plants grow poorly, then you 
have a drainage problem. 
About 20 percent of the land in 
the United States is affected by 
excess water. This wetness 
may be caused by flooding, 
springs and seeps, seasonal 
high water tables, and ponding 
of surface water. 

Many areas now used for 
houses was once used for 
farms, woodlots, and pastures. 
Most of these areas are on the 
flood plain of a stream. In 
most parts of the county, 
homeowners are not aware 
their home is built on a flood 
plain until the damage is 
done. In the United States, 5 
percent of the land is on flood 
plain. To insure adequate 
protection from flooding, 
community-wide measures are 
needed, Flood proofing

FREEZING GREENS 

You may fully cook greens 
before freezing. Harvest the 
greens while they are young 
and tender. Wash them 
thoroughly in three to five 
changes of water and cook in 
water without seasoning. Cool 
the greens and pot liquor and 
package in meal-size 
containers. Cover the greens 
with cooking liquor, seal and 
freeze. 


COLOR 

When you decorate your 
home, you'll find that color is 
magic. It can make a room 
appear larger, cooler, more 
restful, or exciting. 

Use color to create the 
mood you want. Choose colors 
you like. But, keep in mind 
these guidelines. Light colors 
make a room appear larger. 
Dark colors may make the 
room seem smaller. Use only 
small amounts of dark or very 
bright colors. It’s usually best 
to use just one pattern in a 
room. 


RAINCOATS 

Spring showers may have 
you looking for new rainwear 
to beat the weather. There's 
one basic fact you need to 
know for sure about selecting 
rainwear -- is it waterproof or 
water-repellent? 

A waterproof coat keeps 
rain out. Made from 
rubberized fabrics, plastic, 
vinyl, or fabric treated with a 
drying oil, the coat keeps you 
moisture-free in a heavy 
shower. 

A water-repellent coat 
looks like any other cloth 
cover-up. But, it’s been 
chemically treated with a 
water-resistant finish. It sheds 
water in a light to moderate 
rainfall, but isn’t made of 
stand up in a downpour. 

When buying rainwear, 


test to see just how waterproof 
it is. Stretch a piece of the 
fabric tightly across your 
mouth. If air comes through 
when you inhale, it isn’t 100 
percent waterproof. 

Water-repellent coats 
generally are made of cotton 
canvas and cotton/polyester 
blends. Many are washable. 
When selecting one of these 
watch for close, even 
topstitching, adequate hem 
allowance and generous 
interfacings. 


EYEGLASSES 

Proper care of your 
eyeglasses can insure that 
they function properly to 
correct your vision. 

Take care of your glasses 
by regularly cleaning the 
lenses. Put on and remove 
them using both hands. And 
to prevent scratching, keep 
them in the case when, you 
aren't wearing them.

measures include diking, pro- 
visions for blocky openings, 
regulating drain outlets, and 
water proof walls. These 
measures are expensive and 
require careful evaluation. If 
you are starting to build a 
house, be sure the site is not 
highly floodprone and build the 
foundation above any expected 
flood level. 

Another recurring drainage 
problem is caused by springs 
and seeps. Natural springs 
and seeps occur because of 
existing soil, rock, and land- 
scape characteristics. Water 
from a spring or seep can flow 
into you home throughout the 
year or only seasonally. For 
protection against springs or 
seep, it is good practice to 
install subsurface drains, at 
levels of 4 inches in diameter 
and surrounded with 6 to 12 
inches of gravel or sand, 
outside the foundation wall. 
The drains are commonly made 
of clay and concrete tile, 
perforated plastic and asbestor 
cement, 

Seasonal high water tables 
are also a common problem in 
Coffee County. A water table 
can be defined as the upper 
surface of ground water or the 
level below which the soil is 
saturated with water. The 
level of water can fluctuate 
throughout the year depending 
on soil, landscape, and weather 
conditions. The seasonal high 
water table in the United 
States with an annual rainfall 
of 20 inches or more is 2 to 5 
feet below the ground surface. 
The level of the water table is 
very important when selecting 
a new homesite. If the water 
table is at or near the ground, 
that area should be avoided; 
but if the water table is 6 feet 
or more, it may be of little 
concern, 

Ponding of surface water is 
another drainage problem. If 
you have surface water ponds 
on your lawn, you can install 
small diversions or ditches to 
channel the water off. Always 
grade your yard so that surface 
water drains away from the 
house. A minimum grade of 1 
foot to 100 feet is adequate. 
Installing suitable downspouts 
to control roof water may be 
adequate to prevent ponding in 
low areas of your yard. 

If you need help around you 
home with drainage problems, 
contact your local building 
supplies, county or municipal 
authorities, or you local Soil 
and Water Conservation 
District office. 


Feed Grain Signup 


Shows 8.7 Million 


AcresTo Be Diverted 


Washington --April 13 
--- Producers during the first 
seven weeks of the wheat and 
feed grain program signup 
have indicated the plan to 
set-aside or otherwise divert 
8,744,985 acres of cropland. 

Today's report, issued by 
the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, shows farmers intend 
to set-aside 4,827,797 acres 
under the wheat program and 
2,248,273 acres under the feed 
grain program. Feed grain 
producers will additionally di- 
vert 1,182,274 acres of corn 
cropland and 276,510 acres of 
grain sorghum acreage. Ear- 
marked for grazing cattle or 
cutting for hay are 210,131 
acres under the special wheat 
acreage grazing and hay 
program. 

Through April 5, 352,933 
of the 2,387,929 eligible farms 
(14.8 percent) had signed up 
for the programs, according to 
Ray Fitzgerald Administrator 
of the Department's 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. 

Wheat and feed grain 
acreage planted for harvest on 
the participating farms total 
44,416.77 acres, including 
24,138,982 acres of wheat, 
13,675,177 acres of corn, 
4,397,684 acres of grain  sor- 
ghum and 2,204,934 acres of 
barley. 

The participating farms 
have 68,946,779 acres of the 
280,150,604 total normal crop 
acreage (INCA) established on 
farms. 

Participation in the 
set-aside program is voluntary. 
However, only participants are 
eligible for price support 
loans, disaster payments or 
deficiency (target price) pay- 
ments. Final figures will be 
available after farmers have 
“certified’’ their acreage later 
in the year. Signup continues 
through April 30.

Deposit Increase Discussed By Utility 


The Elba Water and 
Electric Board met Tuesday 
afternoon ‘for the regularly 


_kcheduled meeting with all 


Thembers present and voting, 
Chairman Charles Hayes gave 
a report of the financial 
condition of the utility and the 
number of customers behind in 
their payments to open the 
meeting. 

According to his comments 
from the prepared report given 
to each board member 
monthly, fifty-six (56) accounts 
are -ausing problems. These 
include 32 customers late with 
their payments totaling 
$2,187.90. Hayes and City 
Clerk Jack Prescott indicated 
they expected to collect all this 
money, as it is mostly chronic 
late payers or some special 
circumstance that they are 
aware of in the office. Twenty- 
two accounts totaling $2,488.33 
are inactive accounts composed 
of people who have moved or 
businesses now out of business 
and leaving a balance. The 
deposits have not been applied 
to these accounts and will 
reduce the total somewhat. 
Two accounts totaling $91.14 
were pulled recently for non- 
payment. 

The upswing in unpaid 
accounts since the 30% rate 
increase led to a 
recommendation by City Clerk 
Jack Prescott that some classes 


to cover some of the unpaid 
bills. Hayes told the members 
of the board he would report 
to them next month with a 
recommendation, for adjusting 
the utility deposits. 

The financial report 
indicated the utility realized a 
gross profit of $10,835.64 on 
electricity, $401.31 on water 
and as the utility gets none of 
the sewer income, a net loss of 
$2992.65 on maintaining the 
sewer pumps. This gross profit 
will first be applied to payment 
of monthly bond repayments. 

The utility department is 
eighty-nine (89) thousand 
dollars under the expected 
expenses for the year, however 


sixty thousand of this is 
capitol expenditures not used. 
Hayes questioned _ the 


flouriding of water and stated 
he was under the impression 
we had been doing it for years. 
It was determined by board 
members that the practice was 
stopped several years ago and 
no one is sure where the 
flouriding machines are stored. 
Member Cleo Hawkins. who is 
serving as full time 
superintendent of the utility 
without pay, promised to check 
the entire matter and report 
back to the board. 

The board denied payment 
of a claim for repairing 
electrical damage to a mobile 
home indicating their 
investigation showed no 


— 


damage to others on the same 
transformer and that the 
damage was probably because 
of an over-load inside the 
trailer. 


Payments of monthly bills 
totaling $19,892.26 was ap- 
proved after it was explained 
that much of the increase was 
due to purchasing the 
additional large transformers to 
supply electricity to the new 
expansion at Kleinert’s. 


Johnny James Knighton, 
black man, age 29, is in the 
Coffee County jail charged with 
the beating death of his 21- 
year-old wife in the early 
morning hours Saturday. 

Law officers say Knighton 
beat his wife, Merelene Mus- 
grove Knighton, with a stick. 
She died about 8:30 Saturday 
morning in a Montgomery hos- 
pital where she had been 
rushed by a unit of the Elba 
Rescue Squad. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Ray 
Norris investigated the events, 
assisted by Auxiliary Deputy 
Bobby Boutwell. Norris gave 
the following account: 

Knighton called him about 
1 a.m. Saturday and said he 
couldn't find his wife and 
wanted to know if Norris knew 
where she was. Knighton had 
been an inmate in the Coffee 
County jail and was a trusty for 
some time. 

Norris couldn't help 
Knighton at that time, but 
received another call about 3 
a.m.and Knighton told Norris 
he had killed his wife, and told 
Norris to come get him at 
Curtis Seed and Feed. 

About ten minutes later 
Knighton reportedly called 
Norris again and told Norris’ 
wife he was at the Elba Wood 
Products Woodyard at Danley 
Crossroads. 

Sometime _—_ during this 
Knighton also called Reserve 
Deputy Boutwell. Both men 
went to the scene and found 
Knighton and his wife, with 
Mrs. Knighton lying on the 
ground, 

The Elba Rescue Squad 
transported Mrs. Knighton to 
the Elba General Hospital and 
later to Montgomery. Norris 
and Boutwell placed Knighton 
in the county jail. He lacked 
only a few days completing his 
parole from his previous sen- 
tence, according to Norris. 


Wayne Adcock Caught 


in Texas 


Wayne Adcock, a resident 
of Coffee County, has been 
arrested in Corpus Cristi, 
Texas, on charges stemming 
from an armed robbery 


conviction in Covington 
County. 
Adcock, in his early 


twenties, was convicted of the 
armed robbery of a store in 
Opp, and was placed on 
probation. His probation was 
recently revoked and he was 
ordered to serve 60-days in 
the Covington County Jail, in 
Andalusia. However, Adcock 
failed to appear to serve the 
sentence and additional 
charges were filed. Authorities 
in Texas arrested Adcock, and 


he is now awaiting extradition 
to Covington County. 

The Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department is holding 
a warrant against Adcock for 
auto theft, pending Grand Jury 
action.
